The unveiling of the 
plans follows long negotia- 
tions between the Housing 


| Commission and Altona 
council. 
Council is not happy 


with several aspects of the 
project and ‘has already 
lodged an objection with 
the board, 

The project is a high 
density housing develop- 
ment on 135 acres of land 
in the Paisley area, 

The site was used as a 
briquette dump for many 
years by the State Elec- 
tricity Commission. 

The deputy chairman of 
the Housing Commission, 
Mr. A. Ashman, outlined, 
the plans at yesterday's 
Press conference. 

The project involves the 
construction of about 2000 
homes, with the buildings! 
varying in height from two 
to four stories. 

This will house about 
8000 people. 

There will be three 
types of two-bedroom 
homes, four types of 
three-bedroom homes and 
some . one-bedroom and 
four-bedroom homes. 

The development wil! be 
closely-knit and buiit 
around a. central commu- 
nity centre, including

Commission. 


He said: “For years the 
site was used as a_ bri- 
quette depot by the State 
Electricity | Commission, 
and the dust problems 
emanating from it were 
the cause of many com- 
plaints and dissatisfaction 
by both the residents dof 
the area and this council. 


“The council and the 
commission have ‘had dis- 
cussions on the proposed 
project and the commis- 
sion is aware that the 
council does not agree 
with the proposed residen- 
tial density of 95 persons 
sper acre. 

“The council feels that 
the maximum population 
for this area should be in 
the vicintiy of five thou- 
sand people — not eight 
thousand as_ planned by 
the Housing Commission. 

“This density population 
would be more in keeping 
with the existing neighbor- 
hood and would enable the 
provision of adequate open 
Space and- general recrea- 
tion areas.
